A very painfal impression has been left upon the mind of the nation, or, at 
least, of that “ serious” part of it which the Times well calls its “ backbone,"’

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heir to the British Crown should consort with gamblers is bad enough, but that 
he should be discovered to have been the leading spirit in the whole affair is a 
melancholy consideration for those who are loyal to the Crown and desire to 
treat it with all honour. We happily have a Queen whom all can honour, 
but the enemies of the Crown are only too glad to use the present scandal as a 
means of disaffecting the minds of the nation to Royal 
heir of its responsibilities in particular. We cordiall 
words of an excellent article in the Time: on this B 
blessing for society if the Prince of Wales were to inflict on himself the sentence 
he meted out to Sir W. Gordon-Cumming, that from henceforth he would never 
touch a card again. 

The late Dr. Thring, of Uppingham, in one of his sermons preached to his 
boys, points out that the command to children to honour their parents is an 
indirect command to the parents to conduct themselves worthily of such honour. 
If we apply this to the command, “ Honour the King,” it suggests a similar 
obligation on the part of Royalty to conduct itself so as to deserve and to retain 
sach honour. We have been so highly favoured in this respect for more than half 
@ century that the nation is stirred to its very depths by the thought of the high 
tone and spotless reputation of the Sovereign of Great Britain being lowered by 
conduct and companionship of an unworthy kind. We can only urge upon our 
readers that Christians possess in prayer a means of rectifying evil of which the 
world knows nothing. If some years ago there was a strong conviction amongst 
many Christians that the Prince of Wales was raised up from a dangerous iliness 
im answer to prayer, should it not encourage a similar concert of prayer that he 
may be raised up from this dangerous moral disease of love of gambling which 
seems to have got so strong a hold upon him ? 


__. The continuance of the persecutions in Russia, in spite of all the protests of 
the civilised world, becomes a very serious feature of the times. The Jews and 
the Christians are alike exposed to the unrelenting bigotry of this cruel power 
which vaunts itself of orthodoxy and even of holiness. Holy and orthodox Russia 
is presenting to the world a very repulsive picture of what can be done under the 
plea of religious zeal, for one of the leading spirits in all this ebuilition of 
persecution is well known to be the High-Procureur of the Holy Synod of the Greek 
Church, M. Pobiedonostzeff. The Emperor, it is true, acknowledges his responsi- 
bility in the matter, and repudiates the idea that his officials are acting without his

More than this, he illustrated in a 
remarkable way how wonderfully fitted the Jew is to be a witness for Christ 
to al] nations. He was not ashamed of the position which God has assigned to 
the Jew in this matter. He used at times to speak from the pulpit as a Jew to 
Gentiles, and his words were never more effective. He used freely to denounce 
Gentile “* high-mindedness” (Rom. xi. 90), as none but a Jew could do, and 
- his hearers would bear from him what they would bear from no one else. 


It is interesting to trace this trait of Dr. Saphir's ministry to some advice 
' which he received when a young’ man from the Rev. Charles Kingsley. It will 
be found in Kingsley's Life (Vol. 1, p. 281). In a letter to“ Adolpb Saphir, Esq., 
then « student in Edinburgh” he writes: “I would therefore entreat you and 
every other converted Jew not to sink your nationality because you have become 
a member of the Universal Church, but to believe with the old converts of 
Jerusalem that you are a true Jew because you are a Christian, that as a Jew 
you have your special office in the perfecting of the faith and practice of the 
Church which no Englishman or other Gentile can perform for you; neither to 
Germanize, nor Scoticize, but try to see all heaven and earth with the eyes of = 
Abraham, David, and 8. Paul.” This advice would seem to have been fully | 
accepted and followed, and its wisdom is shown by the remarkable success which 
attended the ministry of one who never was ashamed of his Jewish nationality, 
knowing the high privilege to which God had called Israel of old when He said of 
them, “ Ye are my witnesses.” 


Our readers will, we are sure, have appreciated the faithful testimony of the 
Rev. Principal Culross, of Bristol, to a “ Present Salvation,’’ as given in an 
_ address at-the late Florence Conference, and reported in our last issue. Such a 
testimony is the more to be valued as presenting the real bearmg of God's 
message to man upon his present state and condition in this evil world, as 
contrasted with that shallow and dangerous assumption which, alas, is so popular :
